The Village District of Little Boar’s Head was formed by Act of the 


New Hampshire Legislature in 1905. 


It encompasses the seaward 


portion of the Town of North Hampton, New Hampshire. 
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To the inhabitants of Little Boar’s Head, a Village District in the 
Town of North Hampton, New Hampshire, organized under the 
provisions of Chapter 196, Session Laws of 1905, qualified to vote in 
District affairs, greetings: 

You are hereby notified to meet at Union Chapel, 7 Willow Avenue 
in said District on the first Tuesday in September next, being the third 
day of September 2013 at 6:30 p.m. for the following purposes: 

Article One: To elect a Moderator, a District Clerk, a Treasurer, 
and an Auditor for the ensuing year. 

Article Two: To elect one Commissioner for a term of three years 
following the expiration of the term of Leon Asadoorian at the 
conclusion of this meeting. 

Article Three: To hear the reports of the Clerk, the Treasurer, the 
Zoning Inspectors, the Zoning Board of Adjustmentyeeie 
Commissioners and others, which reports are printed in this Annual 
Report, and to take such action as you may wish with regard to them. 

Article Four: To see if the Village District will vote to accept in 
whole or in part a Village District Operating Budget in the amount of 
Twenty-two Thousand Five hundred Dollars ($22,500), as has been 
submitted to the Municipal Budget Committee of the Town of North 
Hampton, and has been approved by them, which budget is included in 
this Annual Report. 

Article Five: To see if the Village District will raise and appropriate 
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the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000) to be added to the Little 
Boar’s Head Improvement Expendable Trust Fund previously 
established. The Commissioners and the North Hampton Municipal 
Budget Committee recommend this appropriation, which would be in 
addition to the Village District Operating Budget. 

Article Six: To take such action as the Village District may wish to 
give the Treasurer of the Village District authority to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes upon the written request of at least two of the 
Commissioners, and to dispense the funds of the Village District with 
the approval of at least one of the Commissioners. 

Article Seven: To see if the Village District will authorize the 
Commissioners, or any two of them, to apply for, to accept, and to 
expend without further action by this Village District, moneys from the 
Federal Government, from the State of New Hampshire or from private 
sources in accordance with the provisions of Revised Statutes 
Annotated, Chapter 32. 

Article Eight: To see if the Village District will authorize the 
Commissioners, or any two of them, as agents, to transfer funds from 
the Little Boar’s Head Improvement Fund into the Operating Account, 
and/or to deposit funds from the Operating Account into the Little 
Boat’s Head Improvement Fund, which Fund is administered by the 
Trustees of Trust Funds of the Town of North Hampton, as may be 
necessaty to carry on the work of the Village District. 

Article Nine: To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for the purposes included in the Budget, including the 
extinguishing of fires, the lighting or sprinkling of streets, the planting 
and care of shade or ornamental trees, the supply of water for domestic 
or fire purposes, the construction and maintenance of main drains and 
common sewers, the construction, maintenance and care of parks and 
commons, the maintenance of activities for recreation, the control of 
pollen, insects and pests, the impoundment of water, the maintenance of 
roads, the appointment and employment of watchmen and _ police 
officers, the enactment and enforcement of zoning regulations, and all 
other miscellaneous District expenses for the ensuing year. 

Article Ten: To transact such other business as may legally come 
before this meeting.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS 


The Commissioners welcomed our summer season once 
again, with a letter to all residents including news and information about 
our District. We were disappointed that the warrant article to fund a 
new boardwalk for Bass Beach was narrowly defeated by North 
Hampton voters last March. We will try again this year and ask for your 
support. In the meantime we are working with State officials to better 
secure the stone berm so that it can more effectively withstand storms 
and securely support a new walkway in the future. 


As mentioned in last year’s report, Motorcycle Noise House Bill 
1442 went into effect on January 1, 2013. This law reduces the legal 
limit for motorcycle noise (while idling) from 106 to 92 decibels. 
Residents who feel this noise level is being exceeded should contact the 
North Hampton Police Department for enforcement. Your 
Commissioners have asked the Select Board of North Hampton for a 
ereater Police presence in our District to help curb the excessive 
speeding and loud motorcycles on our roads. You may have noticed the 
newly placed speed-reader on Atlantic Avenue. 


Our scenic ocean walkway continues to attract visitors from near 
and far. Pet waste seems to be under better control as a result of the 
sions asking for pickup and removal. At the southern end of the 
sidewalk, where it meets the North Hampton State Beach, you may have 
noticed a newly enhanced south garden (thank you Garden Club), as 
well as a new access route to the beach. This will allow the State to 
better maintain and clean our beach on a regular basis. We continue to 
be in contact with State officials regarding this issue. In addition signs 
have been installed to bring attention to the historical significance of the 
old King’s Highway and Fish Houses. 


At the south end of the beach, the brand new bathhouse facility 
is complete and enjoyed by all beach-goers. This new facility features a 
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direct connection to the Hampton sewer line resulting in increased 
capacity and sanitation. 


Landscaper Dieter Ebert continues to provide diligent service in 
maintaining the ereen spaces along our walkway, keeping grass trimmed 


and shrubbery pruned. 


The Commissioners also report that during the winter the 
relationship between North Hampton (the Town) and the Village 
District of Little Boar’s Head (the District) was questioned. Concurrent 
jurisdiction for Zoning regulation and enforcement was questioned by 
the Chair of the town’s Zoning Board of Adjustment (Bob Field). The 
Town’s ZBA consulted with their attorney who wrote an opinion that 
stated that concurrent jurisdiction was not legal. As a result, your 
Commissioners met with our attorney who disagreed with the Town’s 
opinion. In an effort to resolve this difference of opinion, a meeting was 
scheduled in April with the Commissioners and representatives of the 
Town and the Select Board. It was decided that the Town and the 
District’s lawyers would work together to come up with a solution that 
addresses both the Town and the District’s needs. In early June, a 
solution was presented to the Commissioners that tailored itself after the 
relationship between the town of Rye & the Rye Beach district. The 
commissioners thought that this was a good solution but unfortunately 
the Town’s Board of Selectmen did not. Members of the Select Board 
felt that the only permanent solution was legislative action at the State 
level. The Boards met in late July to try and come to an agreement but 
unfortunately none was reached. The Select Board proposed that Little 
Boatr’s Head become a Zoning district within the town of North 
Hampton, where the Town’s Zoning Board of Adjustment would be the 
lone zoning authority for zoning relief & adjustment. Your 
Commissioners DO NOT SUPPORT THIS SOLUTION. We have 
informed the Select Board that we do not intend to relinquish control of 
our District’s zoning compliance. Your Commissioners will continue to 
work to find a solution that keeps zoning authority for Little Boar’s 
Head in the hands of Little Boar’s Head residents. It is our belief that 
preserving and protecting this unique historic District of North 
Hampton is in the best interest of all. 


As always we close by asking all Little Boar’s Head residents to 
consider serving on one of the many volunteer Boards who together 
make this community better. In most cases these positions take very 
little time. Please consider doing your part to preserve our special 


community and volunteer to serve in some capacity. Please contact one 
of us for further details. 


The Commissioners look forward to seeing you at the annual 


meeting at Union Chapel on September 3, 2013 at 6:30 PM.

REPORT OF THE ANNUAL MEETING 
September 4, 2012 


Minutes of the Annual Meeting of the Village District of Little 
Boar’s Head, held in Union Chapel, Willow Avenue, North Hampton, 
New Hampshire, on Tuesday, September 4, 2012, commencing at 6:30 
p.m. Notice of the meeting had been posted on the bulletin board 
outside Union Chapel and in the offices of the Town of North 
Hampton. 

The meeting was called to order by A. Michael Burnell, 
Moderator of the meeting, who introduced the Village District 
Commissioners: Richatd N.A. Garnett “Dickie”, Chair eon 
Asadoorian; and Barbara O. Dunfee. 

The Moderator then took up the Year 2012 District Warrant 
Articles, as follows: 

Article One: By a show of hands, the following were re-elected 
to District offices for the year 2012-2013: A. Michael Burnell, 
Moderator; Joyce Hamilton, Clerk; and Walter E. Rogers, Auditor. 
Becky Murray was nominated and elected to be District Treasurer. 

Article Two: Richatd N.A. Garnett “Dickie” was nominated to 
the office of Village District Commissioner for a term of three years. By 
a show of hands, he was re-elected to the position. 

Article Three: The reports of the Clerk, Treasurer, Zoning 
Inspectors, Zoning Board of Adjustment, Commissioners (subject to the 
correction stated in the first item under Article Nine set forth below) 
and others of the District, as printed in the 2011-2012 Annual Report of 
the District, dated August 27, 2012, were accepted by a show of hands. 

Article Four: The District Budget for 2012-2013 (printed on 
page 12 of the Annual Report), providing for the sum of $17,500 to be 
raised and appropriated for the operating expenses of the Village 
District, which was recommended by the Village District Commissioners 
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and approved by the North Hampton Municipal Budget Committee, 
was approved by a show of hands. 

Article Five: Providing for the Village District to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be added to the Little Boar’s Head 
Improvement Expendable Trust Fund, as recommended by the Village 
District Commissioners and approved by the North Hampton Municipal 
Budget Committee, was approved by a show of hands. 

Article Six: Authorizing the Treasurer to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes upon the written request of at least two 
Commissioners, and to dispense funds of the District with the approval 
of at least one Commissioner, was approved by a show of hands. 

Article Seven: Authorizing the Commissioners to apply for, 
accept, and expend moneys from the Federal Government, the State of 
New Hampshire or private sources, was approved by a show of hands. 

Article Eight: Authorizing the Commissioners, as agents, to 
transfer funds from the Little Boar’s Head Improvement Fund into the 
Operating Account, and to transfer funds from the Operating Account 
to the Little Boar’s Head Improvement Fund, as may be necessary to 
carry out the work of the District, was approved by a show of hands. 

Article Nine: Raising and appropriating $17,500 for the 
operating expenses of the District was approved by a show of hands. 

Article Ten (Other Business): Joan Granlund raised concern 
about a tree on Chapel Road on the Fuller Gardens property which she 
felt was “dangerous and should be removed”. The commissioners 
agreed to look into it. 

John Knapp, speaking for the LBH Heritage Commission, gave 
a report on the placement of boundary signs indicating a public right of 
way along the “King’s Highway” between the Little Boar’s Head/Rye 
Beach Garden Club gardens and the Fish Houses and the Atlantic 
Ocean. He also reported that custom historical house markers are 
available for purchase and may be ordered through the Heritage 
Commission for placement on homes in the District. Mr. Knapp 
thanked the Commissioners for their time in meeting with the Heritage 
Committee and working with them on this project. 

Dickie Garnett offered a special thank you to John Peterson for 
his years of service to the District as Treasurer. 

Janet Gorman also thanked John Peterson fort his service and 
urged others in the District to come forward and take positions of 
leadership. 

Susan Boies requested information on the cost of a new 
boardwalk for the raised stone berm, north of Willow Avenue. Dickie 
replied that the one quarter mile boardwalk would cost between $27,000 


and $30,000. A petition signed by attendees of the annual meeting will 
be given to the North Hampton Select Board. 
There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 
6:47 p.m.

REPORT OF THE HERITAGE COMMITEE 
August 1, 2012 through July 31, 2013 


In our continuing effort to preserve the unique cultural, architectural 
and natural heritage of the Little Boar's Head District, a sign outlining 
the history of the fish houses and the land on which they sit has been 
placed in the south garden along the public way by the fish houses. 


The LBH Heritage Commission is also exploring the use of NH State 
Historical Markers to highlight various aspects of our district. The fish 
house story boards which contain historic photos and information from 
the National Register document were on loan to the North Hampton 
3rd grade and are now located at the North Hampton town offices. 


The Heritage Commission located the only LBH Precinct map based on 
an original survey by Ed Smith 1940, as well as, a description of the lines 
hand written by Edward Smith 1928. The original is in the safe at the 
North Hampton town office. Copies were made. A LBH Heritage 
Commission brochure was produced and recently sent to the residents
